Toward the close of 
the Diet several hun of these radi- 
cals assembled around Worms; hence 
Lather had plenty of protection, Be- 
sides this, Luther had the powerful 
support of the Plector of Saxony. 

sther arrived at Worms April 16, 
1521, and the next day underwent his 
first interrogation before the Diet. As 
he himself admits, even with such 
odds in his favor (the devils and tiles 
on the roofs of the houses being 
rather favorable to him than other- 
wise), he “fell into a 
“Werke,” Erl. ed., 62, P. 75. On April 
17, thé occasion of his first Ay tere 
ance, according to those who heard 
him, he spoke “in an almost inaudible 
Voice,” and ve the impression of 
being a timid man. (The Frankfort 
delegate, in Janssen-Pastor, “History 
of the German Peopie,” English 
Trans., 3, p. 191). 

On the next day, however, he had 
recovered his courage sufficiently to 
go on. He refused to recant. Accord- 
ing to Protestant legend, he coneluded 
his final discourse before the Diet, on 
April 18, 1521, in these words: “Here 
1 stand! I cannot do otherwise! God 
help me. Amen!” These words, false 
as they are, have re-echoed from the 
sectarian — and press; and have 
been considered to sum up the quintes- 
sence of the fearless spirit of the new 
evangel which Luther introduced.

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OUR PRESIDENT’S. ‘RECENT SERMONS. 

President Coolidge has been doing a great deal of good 
preaching lately. 

Addressing the American Legion at its annual conven- 
tion at Omaha he preached a very fine American sermon; 
he defined what constitutes real Americanism and de- 
nounced those who have been attempting to divide the péo- 
ple of our country into groups on religious or racial lines. 
Of course, the anti-Catholic papers are telling their be- 
nighted readers that President Coolidge was administering 
a rebuke to Catholics; that they are the intolerant ones, that 
their Americanism is not pure and true. But President 
Coolidge had an entirely different organization in mind, and 
one whith has been thriving on a propaganda of hate. 

A few weeks later our President preached a very good 
moral sermon in addressing the Convention of the Y. M. C. 
A. in Washington. He taught Catholic doctrine; he taught 
the dictates of the natural law when he declared: 

“The home is the corner-stone of the nation, and any 
effective ‘better homes movement’ must begin with the train- 
ing of the youth for those responsibilities, or we shall see 
the disposition to attempt to in some way turn over to the 
government the responsibilities for the rearing of children 
constantly increased. 

“What the youth of the country need is not more pub- 
lic control through government action, but more home con- 
trol through parental! action.” 

What the country needs is stability of home, which, of 
course, will necessitate an indissoluble marriage tie. Only 
when parents live and co-operate in harmony cam they ex- 
pect to command the respect of their children, and only 
when they observe a sameness of policy will the children 
show them. obedience. Evidently when father and mother 
make'different exactions of the children both canndt ‘be 
obeyed, neither can they be respected, nor exercise any par- 
ental control. Present-day family control is a control over 
the parents by the children, which must naturally lead to 
disorder and pave the way for some outside authority to 
act. This outside authority cannot be ecclesiastical because 
our country recognizes no religion. If it is to be civil 
authority, even it will not be respected—though its dictates 
may be outwardly observed because of the: sanction with 
which it is backed. President Coolidge is right in his atti- 
tude toward government contro]. Never before have there 
been so rhay laws on the statute books, whether of the sep- 
arate commonwealths, or of the national government, yet 
never was therg greater defiance of less respect for 
authority, never was there more crime. 

Parental control is what is needed, but parents them- 
selves must be controlled by the law of God, in Whose fear 
and love the children must be reared. According to one of 
God’s own commandments, children are obliged to honor, 
love and their parents they represent the 
authority of God in the home. 

Where the little government of the home is run prop- 
erly, there will be no need of civil government control, and 
since, as our President says, the home is the corner-stone of 
the nation, since the family is the unit of society, all will 
be wel! outside the home when al! is well within every ome. 
To that end all teaching and all exhorting should be»¢on- 
ducted. 

Another sermon, of even greater moment, preached by 
Mr. Coolidge, is printed in part on the first page.of this 
paper. Like the Father of our Country he clearly declares 
that government must rest on religion and that the 
education of our youth, no matter how extensive it may be- 
will be benefit (but may be detrimental) 
society unless it contain the religious element. 
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Writing from Lisbon, 
public 
clared: 

“In Lisbon alone the religious congregations gave two 
thousand free meals daily, and about thirty thousand free 
meals were given daily by the monasteries and nunneries 
throughout Portugal, and education offered by the religious 
congregations was almost free.” 

The consequence naturally was that the first parlia- 
ment under the new Republic found itself compelled to levy 
heavy taxation in order to feed the unemployed and to give 
free education to the children who would seek it at the 
hands of the state. 

The anarchist was the founder of the Portuguese Re 
public just as the Bolshevist was of the Soviet Republic. 
Governments formed by force of bomb and assassination 
or by the power of an organized minority which has no re- 
spect for either God or man, cannot expect to thrive. In 
such governments usually only the Socialist, the anti- 
Christian, is really free. His kind persecute the peace-loving 
and shut down his printing presses. The big majority can, 
because not organized and because indisposed to quarrel, 
enjoy little freedom. Strangely, the sympathy of the 
United States is usually not with the oppressed; but with 
the oppressors, and this is because the latter contro! all 
media of publicity and alone have the ear of our people by 
cable and special correspondents.
